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TWELVE CANDIDATES SPOKE 

AT LAST NIGHT S MEETING 

Union Ball Room Was the Scene of the Final Shots in an 
Active Student Political Campaign— All Candidates 
Were Well Received by a Large Number of Under- 
grads.— Three Men Are Contesting Every Office and 
a Lively Fight Is Promised. 



THE ANNUAL 
MEETING OF 
THE S.C.A. 



Two amendments to the revised ath- 
letic constitution as passed by the 
student body some time ago received 
unanimous support at the Smoker 
held at the Union last night. That 
the bursar, though an cx-officio mem- 
ber of the Athletic Governing Board, 
should only have a vote in financial 
matters, and that the three members 
of the faculty who are to sit on this 
board be named by the Principal in 
collaboration with the Council, and 
not by the Council in collaboration 
with the Principal, were the two 
amendments. 

C. D. Fraser explained to those 
present that at a meeting pi the fac- 
ulty held recently, ignorance of the 
whole topic was admitted by several 
members of the teaching staff, and 
that when lié explained the matter, all 
promised to give it support. 

The theatre night then came up for 
discussion. Hamilton explained that 
this affair had been arranged to give 
the graduates, faculty and students a 
chance to get together. This night 
had not been arranged to give anyone 
an opportunity to create a rumpus, and 
any one attempting t<i do this would 
be sjeycroly dealt with by the Council. 

• McGregor then asked for volunteers 
for the position of assistant managers 
for the football team. In all about 
twelve men. who wished to get into 
the game, but who were, prevented by 
physical or other reasons from doing 
so, were required tor this position. 
Two of'thesc nun, who worked par- 
ticularly hard, would possibly be priv- 
ileged to accompany the team on its 
trips. 

It was also announced that practice 
would begin On' the tenth of Septem- 
ber, and that an -Old Boys" game 
■would be played on the twenty-first. 

Six graduate coaches will be on 
hand to assist in training the team.-, 
next year. 

Hamilton called on Amaron, who is 
running for the position of President 
of the Students' Council, to outline his 
platform. Amaron stated that it was 
his desire to sec greater co-operation 
between graduates, students and mem- 
bers of the faculty, and that be would 
do his best to see that this cud was 
accomplished. He also stressed the 
importance of giving greater assis- 
tance to minor organizations such as 
the Players Club ami various musical 
organizations, lie further suggested 
that debating teams be sent to out- 
lying district.-, from which McGill 
draws a good portion of its men. 
This he thought would create a 
greater interest in McGill in intend- 
ing students. Amaron concluded by 
saying that lie would, if elected, try 
to carry on as well as Hamilton had 
this year. 

Tidmarsh, of Med. '2A, then ad- 
dressed thcr men. There are, four ele- 
ments in the make-up of students' ac- 
tivities, he said, fust the graduates, 
second the faculty, third t hi; Univer- 
sity and its buildings, and lastly the 
students themselves. Tidmarsh be- 
lieves that the students should be 
given a greater degree* of control in 
their affairs. 

As regards platforms, the time has 
arrived when a man cannot hope to 
stand for election without stating a 
definite platform, as the students de- 
sire to know exactly what construc- 
tive policy a man intends adopting. 
Tidmarsh then outlined his policy as 
follows. He desired that full reports 
of the meetings of the Council be giv- 
en in the "Daily", and that an agenda 
of all meetings of the Student Society 
be published several days in advance, 
in order to give the men a chance to 
consider all matters carefully. 
Tidmarsh stressed the importance 

• of the establishment of a book store, 
saying that this would be the means 
of saving students much money. Not- 
withstanding reports to the contrary, 
he has the word of the Registrar that 
such stores have been carried on suc- 
cessfully in United States colleges. 

As for the size of the Council, Tid- 
marsh is of the opinion that eight is 
a large enough number of men for 
this body. 

QuackeiTbush opened by stating that 
his policy as it had appeared in the 
. "Daily" had undergone liftle or no 
change. As the president of the Coun- 
cil is the only man who will be directly

responsible to the Student Council, he 
must be a man with athletic experience. 

1 f finances permit, be believes that the 
employment of a paid Musical manager 
would be of benefit to the University, 
this man to have charge of such mat 
ters as the Glee Club and the Mandolin 
Club. He believes that great cart 
should be exercised in getting complete 
information before such a thing as the 
establishment of a book store is attempt- 
ed- He gave some interesting statistics. 

Syd. Harris, running for the posi 
tion of President of the Union, said 
that first he believed in the establish- 
ment of fortnightly luncheons at which 
prominent grads would address the stu- 
dents. He also would like to sec more 
informal gatherings in the nature oi 
smokers or musicals, lie further wish- 
ed for a revision of the Dance schedule 
so that the Union House Dance couk' 
be held earlier in the session. 

Packham stressed the point that a 
man running for the position of Presi- 
dent of the Union, was under complete 
control of the President of the Council, 
and was therefore unable to state a defin- 
ite policy. He believed in economy and 
the drawing up of a schedule early in 
the session . He would also like to see 
the establishment of a silence room, 
where men could study. He, loo, is in 
favour of the graduate luncheons. 

Puddicoinbc, as a candidate for Presi- 
dent of the Union, advanced the idea 
that more smokers should be held during 
the year, a greater interest should be 
taken in all minor clubs. He mention- 
ed various improvements which should 
be made about the Union, and congratu 
latcd the retiring executive on the ct 
fuient way in which they had carried 
out the duties of their turn in office 

As the first speaker for the position 
of vice-iuesidciit. Mr. lircwer said he 
would present no definite programme. 
His past activities about college were his 
arguments as to his ability to occupy 
the position of vice-president. 

L Little, speaking as a candidate for 
the vice-presidency, expressed his opin 
ion that the office calls for work. There 
bould be agitations for changes in the 
Union. There should be more smokers. 
Improvements in the cafeteria, another 
■>hone in . the lobby, repairs in the bit- 
tard room, also the Union staff should 
ic allowed Xmas. day. He would do 
lis best to endeavour to carry on in 
he efficient manner of the retiring of- 
fers. 

Burrows spoke as a candidate for the 
ice-presidency. The Union House 
Committee is directly responsible to th 
Students' Council. Everything shoul 
V done for the comfort of the studc 
body. The students themselves put for- 
ard idea.-, for radical changes, and their 
'■cas would be carried out. One im- 
provement in the Union should be the 
blition of more brands of cigarette 
o the Tuck Shop. His time and abi' 
ty would be entirely at the disposal of 
tbs student body. 

The candidates for the office of secrc- 
ary followed those for the vice-presi- 
'ency. Kent, the first speaker, promis- 
ed his best in every respect and to sup- 
port the president and vice-president, an ' 
to give the student body a hearing at any 
time. He spoke of -the efficient manner 
in which the retiring executive had car- 
ried on . 

B. C. Leach suggested that the office 
was a matter of principle rather thai- 
policy and that the problems could only 
be met as the occasion arose- The 
Union should be the meeting ground of 
all students and by dropping in often 
and getting together a possible solution 
of the college spirit question might be 
found. There also should be a trea- 
surer. He thanked all his supporters 
and hoped that the ballots polled would 
be the greatest possible. 

Simpson remarked on the excellent 
turnout. He relied on the confidence of 
the students in him, and did not intend 
to make a lengthy speech. Mentioning 
the great interest taken in elections and 
begged that he be judged hy his merits 
Bert Rochester introduced Dean 
Adams, who spoke a few words to the 
meeting. He had intended being at the 
Western Club Smoker, which had been 
postponed, and was very pleased to be 
present. He congratulated the candi 
dates on their coccel-lent speeches, and 
spoke of the good such a gathering docs 
for the student.

conferences, explaining the value of such 
meetings. A general committee of Can 
ada has now been formed which will 
be an asset to the above work in co 
operating with all universities through 
jut the Dominion. 

The hospitality represented by D, 
Stewart made an excellent report. This 
committee was on the job before the 
first of the year, locating rooms and ac 
commodatioii for new students. Differ 
cut receptions had been held and cacJi 
one was attended and appreciated by tin 
new coiners. The social committee was 
commended for their co-operation in this 
work. 

Hill Hcwctson represented* the Re 
ligious meeting. Several Sunday Scr- 
vices were held at the Union and every 
one was declared definitely a success. 
The famous Sings on Sunday evening 
were well attended, showing the appre- 
ciation of many. Dr- Gray, of Glasgow, 
Scotland, held several meetings during 
February, which contained many of his 
worthy addresses. 

J. Dicier reported on behalf of Charles 
Davies for the Conference Committee. 
He gave an outline of the values re- 
ceived by those who attended the differ- 
ent conferences, which were without a 
doubL a success. 

One of the most outstanding reports 
was given by J. Ross on the Bible 
Study Committee's work. There was a 
Iccidcd improvement in the number of 
the groups, beside the keen interest dis- 
played by those who supported such 
meetings. 

The finance showed a deficit 3'a.rgcr 
than last year, which was comparatively 
mall. The collection among the stu- 
lents and professors showed a marked 
nprovemcut, while the amount of the 
ity campaign was decreased. 

E. C. Amaron's report was well re- 
ceived by the house members at any 
rale. lie advocated a new heating sys- 
tem in the buildings and arrangements 
nadc whereby storm windows could be 
cctired. This was Itcartily approved, 
:nd investigation cr. the matter will be 
taken up immediately. 

The General Secretary praised the 
iresident and his board of directors for 
'heir untiring efforts in assisting him 
hroughout the year. 

The next item of business was the 
■lection of President and Board of Di- 
rectors for 192.3-1924- G. XV; Mitchell 
was elected president, while the follow- 
: ng were chosen on the Board of Di- 
•îctors: A. Ross, D. Stewart, Howes, 
'.. Tombs, McLeod, Miclincr, McVicar. 
Z. Teaklc, Milley and Maxwell. H. 
Avison and J. Ross were nominated to 
the Advisory Board. 

It was moved and seconded that let- 
ters of appreciation for cooperation 
-.bould be extended to the "Daily," the 
Women's Auxiliary and Mr. McKay. 

Clarence Prascr suggested to the new 
Board that in the future it would be a 
good plan to lessen the number of di- 
rectors on the board. He also advo- 
cated to have an open meeting election 
of nominations, instead of having a 
committee to make such plans. 

The President, in closing, expressed 
his thanks to his retiring officers, and 
wished the new board the greatest suc- 
cess.

'I'hc Annual Hoard has s-pent 
a great deal oi time compiling the sports 
section, and James M. Packham, the 
Editor-in-Chief, stated yesterday that it< 
cost was in the neighbourhood of eleven 
hundred dollars. In connection with 
the athletics section, Packham said that 
about one hundred copies of the Annual 
had been reserved, and would be sent I" 
prominent Canadian and American uni- 
versities, and to the leading prep, 
schools in the Provinces of Quebec and 
Ontario. This decision is an admir- 
able one, especially in supplying ele- 
mentary schools. It is hoped that a 
perusal of the Annual, perhaps notably 
the sports section, will do something to 
enhance the already high reputation of 
McGill, and induce more students to 
choose this college as their Alma Ma- 
ter. 

The athletics section will contain pic- 
tures of all the athletic organizations of 
McGill from the senior aggregations to 
the humblest teams. Xot only will group 
pictures of all teams be included, but 
pictures of various stars in the act of 
individual plays will increase the inter- 
est and worth of the section. Full ac- 
counts of the chief out-of-town trips 
will be given. Dr. A. S. Lamb and 
Prank Shaughncssy have contributed il- 
luminating and helpful articles. 

As has been stated before, there arc a 
number of unique features in "Old Mc- 
Gill' which the editors do not care to 
announce, but the "Daily" reporter was 
able to at least ascertain yesterday that 
pages 159 to 167 will contain material 
of a highly interesting nature to the 
whole university, especially to members 
of the professoriate-

. tical activity has reached a pitch seldom seen and every candidate 
Has appeared in person at least once before the student body. No

-ignorant of the students who are standing for office. If there are 
:iuy who can, they might well hang their heads with shame. There 
is no excuse.

' will be under the eyes of the Faculty and visitors. Any man who 
in any way brings discredit upon his Alma Mater on such an occa- 
sion deserves severe censure and his actions demand the active dis- 
approval of his fellow colleagues.

At the final meeting of the Ski Club 
held last night in the Union, officers 
were dlcctcd for the coming season, 
and Ihc honorary president, Lieut. -Col. 
Herbert Molson, spoke to the club. 

Col. Molson congratulated the team 
on their success this year- He has given 
a cup for the best all-round skier, and 
thinks that this phase of the sport should 
be stressed. Having been recently in 
Switzerland, Col. Molson. spoke of the 
skiting which he had seen there. At 
Ihc Oxford-Cambridge race, the 1st, 2nd 
and 4th men were from Oxford. Law- 
rence Armstrong, formerly of McGill, 
was one of the Oxford team. The team 
consists of one Canadian, two Americans 
and two Norwegians, and this is their 
second successive win from Cambridge. 

The all around skier is extremely ne- 
cessary in Switzerland. The English- 
man goes into the sport seriously, and 
they arc fine skiers. They concentrate 
on form and make a study of turns. The 
steep slopes in Switzerland make the 
turn a necessity. One slide in particu- 
lar is a, run of ten miles, the skier usual- 
ly returning by train. lo -the place from 
which he started. 

In Switzerland skiers arc graded into 
classes, each requiring the passing of var- 
ious tests. The 4th class requires a lest 
of covering 3-4 miles of cross country in 
20 minutes under all conditions. The 
next two grades are more difficult, and 
the ' 1st is very difficult. Very few 
Englishmen have passed this test. 

The guides in Swlizerland arc usually 
expert skiers. The Englishman excels 
the Canadian in skiing. . Col. Molson is 
of the opinion that we seek enjoyment 
in skiing without at the same time en- 
deavouring to improve our style and 
concentrating on turns- 

The record of the McGill team this 
past season has been a good one, and a 
very optimistic outlook is held for next 
winter's activities. A team visited 
Lake Placid at Xmas, where a competi- 
tion for the President Harding Cup was 
held. Although difficulty was found in 
getting the team together at this tinie of 
year, they came second to Dartmouth. 
Two meets of the Eastern Intercollegiate 
Ski Association were held at Dartmouth 
and McGill, in which McGill won by 65 
to 43 1-2 points at the joint meets. 

McGill was represented at Gorham, 
New Hampshire, by two men, Gravel 
•making second place.- A meet was held 
at Lake • Placid (h February. "Wade 
came first in the 25 milfc cross country, 
and Brown 3rd in the 1 mile.

The Cercle Français held its annual 
banquet in the Union last night. There 
was a large attendance of students and 
several members of the faculty. The 
guest of the evening was Professor 
Dalbis, of the University of Montreal. 
,E. C. Ainaron occupied the chit. 

Prof. Du ' Roure introduced the 
speaker in a few well chosen words. 
Professor Dalbis is professor of biology, 
histology and embryology at our sister 
university. He is very well liked by his • 
students, who take great interest in his 
subjects. Professor Dalbis is also a 
veteran of the Great War, having been 
severely wounded in action, and decor- 
ated by the French Government. 

The speaker expressed great pleasure 
al being present at a gathering of stu- 
dents. It seemed rather strange that a 
professor of an exact science should 
come to address students of Arts, he 
said, but it only showed that people are 
getting to realize the necessity of learn- 
ing things which arc beyond the immedi- 
ate scone of their course of study- The 
advice he would give to students would 
be to study the particular science which 
will help them earn their living and 
then to go to "listen for a few hours to 
lectures which have nothing to do with 
their profession. The university is a 
place where leaders arc developed. It is 
at the top of ihc hierarchy of educa- 
tional institutions which prepare fot 
leadership. To be a leader it is neces 
sary to be more than simply a specialist 
in one particular tine. Take, for ex- 
ample, an army. You will find (herein 
an artilleryman, say, will? knows his 
guns to perfection. But you would not 
think of making him a commander. A 
commander must know much more than 
the technique of artillery, he must know 
about lilies of communication, about the 
aviation service, and any other things. 
Similarly, if a student wishes to de- 
velop real leadership he must have a wide 
culture. 

The speaker then developed -the theme 
that the exact sciences and the Arts are 
closely related. Literature is the means 
of spreading to the public, in a popular- 
ised, understandable form, the discover- 
ies of science. The very discoveries of 
science arc often dependent on prior 
conclusions of abstract thinkers The 
theory of evolution came as a' result of 
the writings of the middle nineteenth 
century. Science took it up and ap- 
plied it not only to corporal things, but 
also to the history of thought itself. So 
that we speak now of Ihc evolution of 
the theory of knowledge. Scientific ex- 
periments have also changed our attitude 
in moral questions. In former times, if 
a man was accused of a crime, and 
found guilty, there was no hesitation in 
punishing him. Nowadays, however, 
due to the findings of science in regard 
lo the influence of environment and 
other forces on character, we ask our- 
selves how far is the accused morally re- ' 
sponsible for, and how much was beyond 
his moral responsibility. We sec, there- 
fore, the question of responsibility in- 
fluenced by the discoveries of exacts* 
science. 

In conclusion, Professor Dalbis ad- 
vised the students to continue in their 
special studies, 'but at the same time not 
to forget the wider culture. 

Dr. Villard, honorary president of die 
Cercle, in a few words, thanked the 
speaker of the evening. 

The chairman announced that the last 
meeting of the year would be held in 
about two ■ weeks for the purpose of 
electing officers for the coming session.

"When I was a little chap," Mr. 
Conrad makes the hero of one of his 
stories say, "1 had a passion for maps. 
I would look for hours at South Amer- 
ica, or Africa, or Australia, and lose 
myself in all the glories of explora- 
tion. At that time there were many 
blank spaces on the earth, and when 
1 saw one that looked particularly in- 
viting on a map (but they all look 
that) I would put my linger on it and 
say, When 1 grow up 1 will go there. 
The North Pole was one of these 
places) I remember." 

That is the spirit in which 1 like to 
pore over maps— big maps, little maps, 
great wide multi-ioldcd awkward 
maps, pocket maps of city streets, 
brightly coloiircô maps (British pos 
sessions in red), and brown and olive 
coloured maps showing heights of 
land and annual summer rainfalls and 
Ml sorts of strange things in books of 
physical geography. All these maps 
arc fascinating. They utter a call, 
strong and imperious like that of the 
sea, ami whisper a promise of mystcr 
ions delight like the first winds from 
the south in spring. They lure the 
imagination and take it on a Cook 
lour to the uttermost fastnesses of the 
ylobe. while you remain behind in 
your snug arm-chair, empty and hap- 
py, waiting tor all your wandering 
fancies lo conic home again like lit- 
tlc ships across the seas of the world 
Vcs, if you look at it imaginatively 
.in atlas is a romantic book. I have 
one ;i t home, a great immense blue 
hook with maps to suit the most wide 
ly divergent tastes. If you arc an Im- 
perialist, there is a map right at the 
beginning that was made especially 
lor your maladj— .1 map of the world 
-pia.shcd bright scarlet over about 
tlirec-qiiartrrs of the surface that i: 
not coloured deep" sea blue — and tha 
is England's anyway. You will find 
much to please you here, an infinity 
of islands underlined in red and naval 
stations marked with a little cross. 
I'hc'rc i^ something appealing about 
'.hat map' in spile of its showy jingo- 
ism. It is urging me to pack a tooth- 
brush and loin cloth and lake passage 
fur the islands of the south seas. 
What nanics Ihey have! There are 
the Friendly Islands; and the Society 
Islands, where, no doubt, there is al- 
ways something doing: and what a 
holy trinity uf good cheer arc- Cook's 
Island, Christmas Island, and the 
Sandwich Isles. There is Gilbert Is- 
land, 1 sec; but. I can't find Sullivan. 
When I graduate, 1 think I'll go ex- 
ploring to the Gilbert Islands, and 
discover the whereabouts of Sullivan 
Island, for it must he there some- 
where, awaiting the approach of an 
intrepid explorer.

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EUCLID'S OUTLINE OF SEX 



A Freudian Study by Wilbur D. 
< Birdwood 

Ardent psychoanalysts the world 
over should thrill with pride and sat- 
isfaction at this latest evidence of the 
universal applicability of their doc- 
trine. For some reason or other they 
have "completely overlooked the ex< 
traordinary wealth oi sex-material 
contained in the pages, of Euclid, the 
Father of Geometry". This neglect 
of Euclid on the part of the psycho 
analyst appears all the more remark 
able when wc remember that very few 
things indeed have escaped his eagle 
eye. In any case, our author pro 
cecds to rectify this glaring omission 
Believing with the Roman poet that 
"Nihil humani a me alicnum", or in 
other words that "there is nothing hu 
man that cannot be explained from 
the standpoint of the alienist'*, he rec- 
ognizes the need of filling this import 
ant gap in our psychoanalytic 'library 
For Eucltd is full of sex. In his-writ 
ings the theme of the Eternal Tri 
angle predominates to a remarkable

of the countries how parched the poor 
people who happen to live in the Sa- 
hara must be, and tells at a glance 
that the British Isles offer some good 
openings tor an' umbrella manufactur- 
; ef. But the real charm of the map 
tics in its winds. Long thin arrows 
of the South- Last Trades come sweep- 
ing up the Atlantic and Pacific and 
into the Indian Ocean, and you can 
picture the stately clipper running be- 
fore the trades. But just under the 

Equator comes trouble. The long 

arrows oi the S.E. Trades taper to a 

point, and there is a dead space where 

they meet the trade winds from the 

north-cast. This is the region of the 

Doldrums. I had often read of the 

troubles of stout ships rolling in the 

Doldrums, but until I saw this map 

I never knew what or where they 

were. And then in the Java Sea, 

sweeping across Borneo and Sumatra 

arc the wicked arrows of the South 

East Monsoon, the . very look of which 

makes you pray "God pity all poor 

mariners in such a sea as this". But 

there is one thing I fail, to understand 

in this map: In the Atlantic arc two 

regions, one in the latitude of Florida, 

and the other southward in the lati- 
tude of the Cape, and they arc labeled 

"Horse Latitudes". What in the 
. , world arc "Horse Latitudes"? The 

only reasonable explanation which I 

have been able to put forward for this 

strange nomenclature is that here in 

these unfrequented regions, off the 
■ recognized trade routes, is the. true 
" pasture and grazing ground of the 

sea-horse. The sea-cow would also, 

I presume, frequent the same pastur- 
age, but this lacks confirmation of the 

map. 



There is a careful discussion of the 
Oedipus Complex, that "neural mix- 
up which accounts for the familiar 
faot that children arc more strongly 
attracted to the parent of the opposite 
sex". (This Complex was developed 
by Freud's collaborator, Jung; hence 
the expression the "Jung Generation"). 
Wc all know that when little boys 
have scarlet fever or measles they in- 
variably call for Mother. Little girls 
when confronted by a strange dog or 
an infuriated cow will almost always 
cry for Daddy. This proves the case 
of course. Wc are told, however, that 
"the Oedipus Complex has not been 
without its critics. They argue that 
frequently a little boy when pursued 
by a mad hen, will call for Daddy in- 
stead of Mother. They cite the case 
of little girls who, in dangerous prox- 
imity to a strange cow, will call for 
Mamma. But such examples must be 
ismisscd as irrelevant." 
The pcculiàV literary style which 
Euclid adopts in his Elements can also 
jc explained psyehoanalytically. Wc 
must remember his childhood of re- 
pressions and his enslavement to the 
Honeycakc Complex. We will then 
understand why it is such a "hard-bit- 
ten, dogmatic, fmger-pointing. bump- 
ious style, with its "Let A and C be 
the two points", its abrupt "Draw a 
in c from F to G", its "Now's" and 
'Then';," and "Thcrcforc's", its self- 
satisfied, smug, almost smirking 
'Q.E.D.'s". It all came about from 
he child Euclid's too intimate asso- 
ciation with his grandmother. 

Psychoanalysis is still in the doubt- 
ful stage. On the one hand it is rid- 
iculed by conservatives who refuse to 
ccognizc the facts which it has cstab- 
ished. On the other hand it is in- 
fested from within by "wild"' psycho- 
analysts who insist upon applying 
Universally a limited doctrine. To 
these latter the Oedipus Complex or 
one of its associates holds the only 
key to the understanding of every- 
thing from the humour of Mark 
Twain to the rebelliousness oi aii^an- 
archist. It is to investigators like 
these that Birdwood administers his 
metaphorical spanking. 

The truth in this case, as in most 
others, probably lies somewhere about 
half way between these extreme at- 
titudes. Some day, after the excite- 
ment and the novelty o£ it all have 
worn off, after incompetents have 
ceased to use it as a plaything, wc 
may he able to appreciate Psychoan- 
alysis at something like its real value. 
Until that time comes, there is a real 
function to be performed by books 
like this one of Birdwood's, which 
contains beneath its burlesque and its 
nonsense a vein of well-deserved criti- 
cism. Besides all that, the book makes 
good reading, which fact in^ itself of 
course justifies its existence. It is par- 
ticularly amusing to the reader who 
is familiar in part at least with the 
Freudian terminology. — N. 



that for clear-cut tragic fatality could 
only be compared to some such gem 
as Mactcrliuk's "Burgomaster of Stil- 
lemondc". But when the cub-rcportcr 
saw that Ilka had chosen for her pro 
fession the only remunerative calling 
that society offers to an unprotected, 
uneducated woman he put down "lur- 
id" in that greasy note-book of his 
and went out to have another drink 
between acts two and three. How- 
could he be expected to sec that Mme 
Pctrova had merely written a fourth 
act to Ibson's "Doll's House." 

Later when through sheer determin- 
ation Ilka rises from the gutter a free 
woman our cub-reporter jots down 
"ridiculous apotheosis of the courte- 
zan". But how could he understand? 
And then tragedy fell over there be- 
yond the foot-lights, not some silly 
trumped-up situation of the ordinary 
melodramatic stage, but naked trag- 
edy sublime in its insistant logical- 
uess. So the woman, Ilka, takes the 
only road and pays with her life, but 
the only comment our cub-reporter 
can make is that she is an unconscion- 
able long time a-dying. He will be a 
dramatic critic some day, and people 
will bow down and worship his opin- 
ions as if he were the amalgamate au- 
thor of the four synoptic gospels. 

Next morning the young critic read 
■ what the cub-reporter had to say 
about Olga Pctrova and "Hurricane". 
He learnt to his great surprise that it 
was a lurid display and an immoral play 
because it didn't teach any great les- 
son. Thousands of Montrcalcrs read 
the cub-reporter's diatribe as well and 
decided to go to the movies instead, 
but that was their loss for they never 
came in contact with Olga Pctrova 
the actress or Olga Pctrova the play- 
wright, two people very well worth 
knowing. — AJAX. 
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psychoanalysis. And Birdwood sees 
no reason why he should not get it 
No psychoanalysis could possibly be 
complete without a Complex. In Eu 
clid's case the Complex seems to 
focus itself upon the Grandmother. 
This Grandmother Complex it was 
which dictated the expression of little 
Euclid's genius; it enters into every 
theorem and colours every proposition. 
Euclid's apparently harmless state- 
ment that every point in the circum- 
ference of a circle is equidistant from 
the centre acquires a new and striking 
significance in the light of this Com- 
plex. For the centre of the circle is 
by no means an ordinary centre. It 
represents Grandmother on the rare 
occasions when she forgot to bring 
him honey-cakes. The circumference 
is Euclid giving Grandmother a thor- 
ough examination from every point of 
view, and hoping against hope. And 
when Euclid speaks of the straight 
line AB as hcing the shortest distance 
between two points, he obviously rep- 
resents himself as making a bee-line 
for his Grandmother. Further evi- 
dences of the existence oi the Grand- 
mother Complex would be superflu- 
ous. 

The story of the relations between 
the future geometer and his kindly 
grandmother is most touching. Grand- 
ma would. take him walking on the 
beaçh, giving him cakc^s to munch as 
they walked hand in hand. Wc arc 
told that "the old lady would point 
across the wine-coloured waves to 
Crete where Euclid's father was bom 
and had been in his time quite as tiny 
a tot as Euclid was now". Between 
the two (here grew up a strong and 
lasting affection. Is it any wonder

The past year has seen post-war con 
ditions at McGill reach perhaps the ex 
trcinc limit. We have fortunately read 
cd something of greater importance 
for the purposes of reconstruction and 
that is a knowledge of these condition 
Criticism has been directed at varioi 
phases of activity throughout the year, 
and that it was not all destructive 
shown by the change in athletic control 
Formation of an athletic board \vi 
alter duties and jurisdiction of the 
Council in two respects. The most dif 
iicult task is that of a reorganization o 
a Constitution. My aim in such an cf 
fort would be to retain those feature 
which have proved serviceable but also 
to increase the membership of the Conn 
cil by one or two members. 

This increase would permit of rcpre 
schtation directly from such organiza- 
tions as Canadian Club, Literary and 
Debating Society, Dramatic Club when 
formed, Musical Organizations. Thougl 
supposed to be a part of bona fide college 
endeavour they may now be termed un 
represented activities because, orphan 
like, they shift for themselves to indif- 
ferent success at best- 

Musical organizations should receive 
more adequate recognition and support 
My aim would be to give them a status 
similar to that occupied by the Athletic 
Association in the old organization.. If 
possible, a musical director might be ap 
pointed to educate and direct Glee Club 
Orchestra, Mandolin Club and Band 
Public opinion of our efforts of this 
character would depend on their .show- 
ing and even though one year's effort 
might produce little, a foundation for fu 
turc progress could be made. 

Many details regarding the Athletic 
Board have yet to bp thought out and 
that they arc receiving good attention is 
gratifying. The only voice which the 
Council will have must be emphatic and 
representative in order that our share in 
the new departure will be worthy. M'y 
hope and intention would be to adc 
quatcly assist and to ensure adequate 
consideration of the student viewpoint. 
Space alone limits enumeration of our 
needs, but a rink and the proposed gym. 
nasium runic high among them. 

Removal of the athletic load from the 
Council would permit of more time for 
consideration of University interest. 
The Daily and Students' Union may both 
be improved. Our Daily should mean a 
little more in expression of campus 
iddas and after weathering the storm of 
last year it promises to be a self-sup 
porting part of our affairs. Our Union 
should receive its share of attention in 
any organization- The original endow- 
ment or interest therefrom has not been 
increased since its inception though 
maintenance costs of all buildings of 
public character have increased tremen- 
dously. 

A crying need at McGill is an exten- 
sive attempt to bring students closer to 
the members of the staff. Efforts in 
this direction arc made at various so- 
cial functions and by various clubs- 
That it is insufficient is apparent each 
year and it is my conviction that if 
students manifest the desire in tangible 
manner the staff are willing and even 
anxious to assist. 

Careful supervision of expenditure for 
the coming year must occur in those af- 
fairs which necessitate disbursements 
from student funds. No increase of 
the Lhiiversal Fee should occur, nor 
should any proposed activity remaining 
under control of the Council be permit- 
ted to jeopardize finances until experi- 
ence shows their wisdom. 

Activity such as that shown by :: 
McGill Theatre Night should again be 
endorsed, and when college re-opens the 
freshmen should be safely, sanely and 
satisfactorily initiated.

Having accepted nomination as can 
lidatc for the Presidency of the Stu.

ivhich, if honoured by your support in 
die forthcoming (lections, it will be in 
earnest endeavour to carry out: 

1. Athletics. — Realizing the need of 
complete co-operation between faculty, 
graduates and students in support of 
ubieties, I am in favor of the Athletic 
Governing Hoard, which, as at present 
amended, retains student control over 
their own affairs. It is my conviction 
that, with the active support and ad- 
vice of faculty and graduates thus ob- 
taiucd, athletic activties will be stimu- 
lated and extended on a sound financial 
Sa.sis. I also heartily endorse the plan 
if obtaining graduate coaches to assist 
in athletic training, with special atten- 
tion to the junior teams. 

2. Finances. — Strict economy in the 
•ontrol of student affairs. I favor, the 
presentation of a financial budget, early 
in October, stating cstimtaed revenues 
iiid expenditures for the ensuing year. 
This would inform the student body on 
financial matters, and would thus avoid 
the presort difficulty of asking the 

ocicty at the close of the year to pass 
financial report covering money al- 
eady spent- 

.5. University Book Store.— The prc- 
;cnt exhorbitant price of text-books is 
in unnecessary burden on the student. I 
favor the establishment of a University 
Hook Store in co-operation with the 
■Jnivcrsity authorities, where text-books 
otild be purchased practically at cost. 
4. — Information re Student Affairs 
Believing that the only way to ensure 
the interest of the student in their af 
fairs is to tell them what is going on, 
I would further extend the excellent 
vork of the present administration in 
his direction by: — 

1st.— Having full reports in the Daily 
of the meetings of the Council. 

2nd.— Holding frequent open mcct- 
ngs of the Council. 

3rd. — Pubilshing several flays in ad- 
vance the agenda of business to be 
brought before any medting of the 
Students' Society, together with full ex- 
planations where necessary. 

—Official Recognition of Executive 
Work. — At the present time we rccog- 
tize officially success in athletics by 
granting various grades of "M's". But 
the man who spends an equal amount of 
time, nccrgy and ability in the olhcr 
mportant branches of our activities, eg-, 
the Daily, is given no recognition for 
lis services. 1 favor the adoption of a 
faded system of pffidial b'adgcS or 
rings (in no way to conflict with the 
'M's"), to be granted to those who at- 
lin executive posts, such as editors of 
he Daily, managers of teams, etc. 
(<■ — Gymnasium. — As the building of 
gymnasium has been temporarily 
ostponcd, the question of its 'loca- 
ion should again be raised. It is tny 
•onviction that the logical site of the 
mnasium is, according to the original
